2. The feasibility of installation of R-1830-94 engines on this aircraft 
has been investigated and it is recommended that the present engine con- 
figuration be retained. Although the R-1830-94 engine incorporates a number 
of internal refinements and a two- stage blower which permit higher power 
output and better performance at higher altitudes, this recommendation is 
based on the following: 


a. This type engine is not available within the Air Force and exten- 
sive logistic problems -would be created at Bolling AFB and elsewhere to 
provide the back-up for this particular engine. 

b. Special overhaul arrangements would be required for the engines 
and peculiar components and accessories.

c. Since this would result in a non-standard Air Force installation, 
logistic support at any USAF Air Base would be difficult.
